WHAT IS YOM HASHOAH? 



WHAT IS LAG BA'OMER? 




The full name of the day 
commemorating the victims of 
the Holocaust is "Yom HaShoah 
Ve - Hagevurah"-- literally the 
"Day of Remembrance of the 
Holocaust and the Heroism." It is 
marked on the 27th day in the 
month of Nisan-a week after the 
seventh day of Passover, and a 

week before Yom Hazikaron (Memorial Day for Israels 

fallen soldiers). 

Since the early 1960s, the sound of a siren on Yom 
HaShoah stops traffic and pedestrians throughout 
the State of Israel for two minutes of silent 
devotion. Yom HaShoah will be commemorated on 
April 11 th at 7:00 p.m. at Bellarmine. 



WHAT IS YOM HA'ATZMAUT? 
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Yom Ha'atzmaut is Israel's Independence Day and is 
celebrated on the 5th day of the month of lyar, which is 
the Hebrew date of the formal establishment of the State 
of Israel, when members of the "provisional government" 
read and signed a Declaration of Independence in Tel Aviv. 
The original date corresponded to May 14, 1948. 

For Jews around the world, joining with Israelis celebrating 
Yom Ha'atzmaut has become a concrete link in the Jewish 
connection to the land of Israel. This year, Yom Ha'atzmaut 
is observed on April 16, 2013. 



WHAT DOES ADATH JESHURUN MEAN? 



Adath Jeshurun means "Congregation 
of the Upright." Yeshurun is a name of 
affection that God has for Israel, and 
it appears in the Torah Deuteronomy 
33:26. 





The thirty-third day of the Omer is 
an occasion for happiness during an 
otherwise mournful period. 



The explanations begin with the Omer period itself, those 
forty-nine days that are counted off one by one between 
Passover and Shavuot. This is a time of semi-mourning, 
when weddings and other celebrations are forbidden, and 
as a sign of grief, observant Jews do not cut their hair. 

According to a medieval tradition, the plague ceased on 
LagBa'Omer,thethirty-thirddayoftheOmer. (The Hebrew 
letters lamed and gimel which make up the acronym "Lag" 
have the combined numerical value of 33.) As a result, Lag 
Ba'Omer became a happy day, interrupting the sadness 
of the Omer period for twenty-four hours. This year, Lag 
Ba'Omer is observed on Sunday, April 28 th .

PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 



CANTOR'S COLUMN

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Spring has sprung, the birds are chirping, the flowers 
are blooming and AJ is rolling. I hope many of you had 
the opportunity to attend the hugely successful Music 
Festival - "Bluegrass with Jewish Sass." As usual, 
Cantor Lipp and company provided all of us with an 
outstanding and entertaining program of "Jewish 
Bluegrass." Bill Monroeberg and Willie Nelsonovitz 
would have been proud. 

The Minyanaire Shabbat dinner was held on March 8th honoring Minyanaires 
of the year, Dr. Barbara Isaacs-Hymson and Dr. Arthur Isaacs. Without our 
dedicated cadre of people who always come to make minyan, the rest of us 
would not have the opportunity to observe Kaddish and Yahrzeit. We tend to 
take for granted and under-appreciate the dedication of our Minyanaires. We 
all should be proud that AJ has services twice a day, every day, so people can 
honor and remember their loved ones who are no longer with us. A very special 
thank you to Barbara and Arthur for their dedication. 

At the February Board of Trustees meeting, there were two proposed changes 
to the AJ bylaws that were presented by the Ad Hoc Bylaws Committee and 
approved by the Board. Article 9-6 shall read "The term of all elected officers 
shall expire one (1) year from the date of their election, or until they are re- 
elected, or until their successors are elected and qualified at the next annual 
meeting." This change eliminates the previous term limits, and provides the 
Nominating Committee more flexibility with fewer restrictions to nominate 
future officers. 

Along with this change, Article 13-3 is to be amended by adding a new standing 
committee called the "Board Development Committee." This committee will 
be charged with identifying and developing our future synagogue leaders. We 
have a vast untapped pool of very qualified people who have the potential of 
becoming the future leaders of AJ. 

These changes to the bylaws will be presented for approval at the synagogue's 
annual meeting on Thursday, May 23, 2013. 



To those of you who haven't been to the synagogue lately, you are in for a 
big surprise! "Come on down" and see the progress we have made in our 
renovation project. The inside is almost complete. The final touches are being 
put in place in the Benovitz Library, the Roth Family Boardroom and the "Wow 
Wall" art concept. The new memorial plaques have been ordered and hopefully 
will be in place in May to complete the George & Miriam Blue Memorial 
Alcove. Plans are being drawn to begin the final phase of renovation, the 
entrance canopy plaza. It is my hope that ground breaking for this phase will 
take place sometime in late April or early May. Be prepared to be somewhat 
inconvenienced during the construction phase as the old entrance is being 
completely torn up and re-configured. It will be messy, but well worth the wait 
when you see the final product.

Whenever Passover is early, much of the post-Passover 
communal busy-ness takes place in April. Below is a 
sampling of some of these programs. 

Yom HaShoah 

Yom HaShoah this year will be held during the week 
usually set aside for remembering the six million, and 
will emphasize the role of those who risked their lives 
to save ours. We sometimes don't appreciate the risks taken on our behalf. 

Let's review the moral calculus of the gentile society in Germany and 
Poland in particular. There were significant rewards for those who turned 
Jews in who might be hiding. Often a cash reward, usually including the 
forfeited real estate of the Jewish family and their possessions. In contrast, 
anyone suspected of hiding or aiding and abetting a Jewish family faced 
certain death and perhaps that of his or her family. 

The chair for this year's Yom HaShoah Committee is Fred Whittaker, 
teacher at St. Francis of Assisi. He has taken every one of his 8th grade 
students to the Holocaust Museum in Washington, DC and spearheaded 
the Ernie Marx Bill through Frankfort to make sure that Holocaust studies 
could become the norm in Kentucky. 

Yom Ha'atzmaut 

Israel turns 65 this year and goes on Medicare... Just kidding. 

Really, the JCC is planning a great event on the Sunday of Israel's 
Independence Day including musicians from our Partnership region in the 
Western Galilee. Come celebrate!

The Annual Meeting of Congregation Adath Jeshurun 
will be held on Thursday, May 23, 2013 at 7:30 p.m. 
for the purpose of electing and installing officers of the 
Congregation, and conducting other such business as 
may be appropriately brought before the Congregation at 
that time. 

Pursuant to Article XIV of the 
Adath Jeshurun bylaws, any 
member of the Congregation 
wishing to submit a candidate 
to be nominated as a member 
of the Board of Trustees, shall 
do so in writing, at least 21 days 
prior to the date of the Annual 
Meeting. Please submit, by mail, any name for nomination 
to Bruce Blue, Chairperson of the Nominating Committee, 
by Thursday, May 2, 2013. No nominations are permitted 
from the floor during the Annual Meeting. 

Pursuant to Section 16.3.1 of the bylaws of Congregation 
Adath Jeshurun, two amendments to the bylaws were 
passed at the February 28, 2013 meeting of the Board of 
Trustees. They two amendments are listed below: 

1. Change to Article 9.6 will eliminate the sentence 
that reads: "The President shall not be eligible for more 
than two (2) consecutive terms." This proposal was made 
in order to provide the Nominating Committee with the 
flexibility needed to most effectively propose a committed 
slate of officers. 

2. Change to Article 13.3 will add a new standing 
committee entitled the "Board Development Committee." 
This proposal was made to provide opportunities for AJ 
Board members to become more active participants in 
the governance of the synagogue. 

At the Adath Jeshurun annual meeting on May 23, 2013, 
members will have the opportunity to vote on these 
amendments, and may ratify or disapprove the actions of 
the Board of Trustees by a majority vote of the members 
present.
